Targeted with hate 


Backlash after Obama’s 
victory shows election 
hasn’t bridged racial divide

Cross burnings. Schoolchildren chanting 
‘Assassinate Obama.” Black figures hung 
from nooses. Racial epithets scrawled on 
homes and cars. 

Incidents around the country referring 
to President-elect Obama are dampening 
the post-election glow of racial progress and 
harmony highlighting the racism that remains 
in America. 

There have been “hundreds” of incidents 
since the election, many more than usual, 
said Mark Potok, director of the Intelligence 
Project at the Southern Poverty Law Center, 
which monitors hate crimes. 

Obama has received more threats than any 
other president-elect, authorities say 

One was in Snellville, Ga., where Denene 
Millner said a boy on the school bus told 
her 9 -year-old daughter the day after the 
election: “I hope Obama gets assassinated.” 
That night, someone trashed her sister-in- 
law’s front lawn, mangled the Obama lawn 
signs and left two pizza boxes filled with 
human feces outside the front door, Millner 
said. 

She described her emotions as a

» At Standish, Maine, a sign inside the Oak 
Hill General Store read: “Osama Obama 
Shotgun Pool.” Customers could sign up to 
bet $i on a date when Obama would be killed. 
At the bottom of the marker board was writ- 
ten, “Let’s hope someone wins.” 

» Second- and 3rd-grade students on a school 
bus in Rexburg, Idaho, chanted “assassinate 
Obama,” a district official said. 

“The principle is very simple,” said BJ 
Gallagher, a sociologist and co-author of 
the diversity book ‘A Peacock in the Land of 
Penguins.” “If I can’t hurt the person I’m angry 
at, then I’ll vent my anger on a substitute, i.e., 
someone of the same race. 

“We saw the same thing happen after 
the 9/1 1 attacks [against Muslims}. We saw 
it happen after the Rodney King verdict 
[against whites]. 

“It’s as stupid and ineffectual as kicking your 
dog when you’ve had a bad day at the office,” 
Gallagher said. “But it happens a lot.”

If you’re a health-minded person look- 
ing to relocate, you might want to think 
twice before you move to ... 

HUNTINGTON, W.VA. 

Nearly half the adults in Huntington’s 
five-county metropolitan area are 
obese— an astounding percentage, far 
bigger than the national average in 
a country with a well-known weight 
problem. 

Huntington leads in a half-dozen 
other illness measures, too, including 
heart disease and diabetes. It’s even 
tops in the percentage of elderly peo- 
ple who have lost all their teeth (half of 
them have). 

Dr. Thomas Dannals, a local family 
physician, has been trying to change 
cultural attitudes. The local newspa- 
per has called him “an exercise evan- 
gelist” for founding the city’s triathlon, 
marathon and other projects designed 
to make exercise popular and fun. He’s 
also spearheading a riverfront exercise 
trail project, called the Paul Ambrose 
Trail for Health (PATH). 

On the flip side, you could consider ... 

BURLINGTON, VT. 

Vermont’s largest city is tops among U.S. 
metropolitan areas by having the larg- 
est proportion— 92 percent— who say 
they are in good or great health. It’s also 
among the best in exercise and among 
the lowest in obesity diabetes and other 
measures of ill health, according to a 
recent report from the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

It is in some ways similar to the 
unhealthiest city, Huntington, WVa. 
Both are out-of-the-way college towns 
with populations that are overwhelm- 
ingly white. 

But Burlington is younger, better off 
financially, with 8 percent living at the 
federal poverty level, compared with 
19 percent in Huntington, and much 
more educated. 

“There’s this norm of a lot of activ- 
ity,” said Chris Finley Vermont’s deputy 
health commissioner, who works in 
Burlington.

Some workers 
prefer the night 
shift— but the 
lifestyle can take 
a toll physically 
and socially

Four days a week, while you are sleeping, partying or watching late-night TV, Kimberly Hart of 
Lakeview is baking nearly i,ooo pieces of bread. Hart, 25, is the sole late-night baker at Panera 
Bread in Lincoln Park. At 10 p.m., when there are more clubgoers than commuters on the road, 
Hart rides her bike or walks to work, where she spends several hours baking focaccia, ciabatta and 
other types of bread. She takes a “dinner” break around 2 a.m., finishes baking, cleans the ovens, 
then heads home or to the gym at 7 a.m., when most workers are preparing to start their day. » 
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Kimberly Hart of Lakeview has 
worked the overnight shift at 
Panera Bread for three years.

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» Sound like a rough schedule? Not for Hart, 
who said she actually prefers working in the 
dark. 

“I kind of like my quiet,” said Hart, the 
only worker in Panera for most of the night 
while the cafe is closed. “It’s usually me and 
my thoughts.” 

Like Hart, some 24 million American 
workers work outside of the traditional 
business day shift, according to Circadian, 
a Massachusetts-based global consultant 
for 24/7 workplaces. What’s more, these 
nighttime shifts might become more popular 
in coming years because “moonlighting tends 
to go up during periods of economic distress,” 
said Patricia Simpson, associate professor of 
industrial relations at Loyola University 

Hart, who has had her night job for three 
years, and other late-night workers who talked

to RedEye desire the graveyard shift because 
they avoid commuting headaches and prefer 
to work alone or with few others around. 

Night-shift workers in certain industries, 
such as food service and health care, also 
tend to make more money than their daytime 
counterparts, according to Seattle-based 
PayScale, which maintains a global online 
compensation database. 

But being a night owl isn’t for everyone. 
Workers with nontraditional hours, who 
represent only about one-fifth of the labor 
force, tend to miss out on nightlife activities 
and time spent with friends and family The 
night shift also can lead to health problems, 
experts say 

“Studies have shown that people who work 
that overnight shift typically will suffer from 
a higher level of exhaustion,” said Robert 
Bruno, a UIC associate professor of labor 
studies. “Their attention, their focus is not 
as sharp as they would be {for] someone 
working in the morning or the middle of the 
day V)u’re more prone to an accident.” 

Becky Rucolas of Lakeview admitted it 
took a few months to adjust to her nighttime 
schedule as a Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital nurse in the Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit, which cares for premature and seriously 
ill newborns. 

Rucolas, who works three days a week 
from 7:30 p.m. to 8 a.m., said she occasionally 
laments that she can’t join her friends for spur- 
of-the-moment night plans, and sometimes 
she has to remind her three roommates when 


she works the night shift so they know to 
keep quiet while she sleeps during the day 

“I am tired a lot,” said Rucolas, 26. “I think 
the only other people who understand the 
night shift is other people on the night shift.” 

But Rucolas said she doesn’t mind the night 
shift because it’s “a little less chaotic” than 
the day shift. On one recent Sunday-into- 
Monday, Rucolas was caring for a 4-hour-old 
infant, known only as “Baby Girl,” born after 
29 weeks in the womb. 

Rucolas spends the night monitoring “Baby 
Girl” and other newborns who are hooked 
up to breathing tubes and heart monitor 
machines. She makes homemade signs for the 
infants and sits with families as they interact 
with their babies. She takes a food break 
around 1 a.m., and when she arrives home 
after 8 a.m., she spends about 45 minutes 
watching TV and eating cereal to unwind. 
Then she tries to get seven hours of sleep, 
sometimes to no avail. 

Studies have shown sleep deprivation is not 
the only purported risk of working overnight. 
The graveyard shift can be dangerous because 
it disrupts the worker’s circadian rhythm— 
the body’s biological clock— according to an 
ongoing University of Connecticut study 

Because they work at night and sleep 
during the day, overnight workers may have 
lower levels of the light-sensitive hormone 
melatonin, which helps the immune system 
function. Because their immune systems 
may be less able to fight off potentially 
cancerous cells, these workers are at a higher 
risk to develop breast or prostate cancer, the 
University of Connecticut study found. 

“Tou don’t ever quite catch up, and you 
feel tired throughout the day,” said Bruno, 
who worked midnight shifts at an aluminum 
factory and a steel mill in college. “Workers 
aren’t terribly efficient working during these 
hours.” 

Julian Meza Jr. of Cicero disagrees. He 
works at Ferrara Pan, which manufactures 
and packages Lemonheads and Atomic 
Fireballs in its Forest Park candy factory from 
3:30 p.m. to 2 a. m. every day but Sunday (the 
maximum amount of work hours allowed). 

After he finishes his shift at 2 a.m., Meza, 
38, heads home with his wife, Mirna, a worker 
in the factory’s quality control department. 
The couple, who met on the night shift more 
than eight years ago, sleeps for a few hours 
before Meza gets up to take their son to 
school at 7:30 a.m. Then he tries to go back 
to bed until noon. 

Meza said it took about three months to 
adjust to the night shift, but he has no regrets. 
Well, maybe he has one regret. 

He doesn’t get to see his Cubs play as often, 
since the team has been playing more night 
games in recent years. 

Still, Meza said: “I think the night shift is 
great. I wouldn’t change the night shift to go 
back to the day” tswartz@tribune.com

Three people have been charged with felony dogfighting after Cook 
County sheriff’s police for the first time broke up a dogfight during 
which one dog could barely stand, police said Sunday 

Donaver Jones, 38, of Riverdale; Melvin Trent, 37, of Joliet; and 
Timothy Norris, 35, also of Joliet, were charged Sunday with felony 
dogfighting that took place in the basement of a home in the 500 
block of West 66th Street in Englewood, the Cook County Sheriff’s 
Office said. 

Another 50 people, including boys aged 13 and 15 and a pregnant 
woman, were charged with attending a dogfight, a misdemeanor. 

“What we interrupted Saturday night was both disgusting and dis- 
turbing,” Cook County Sheriff Thomas Dart said in a statement. 

Police swept into the basement about midnight to find a blood- 
ied io-by-io-foot makeshift ring surrounded by 3-foot-high wooden 
boards smeared with blood and bites. The floor of the ring was cov- 
ered with a red rug that police said was used to disguise blood. 

Police found one dog cowering in the corner of the ring injured so 
badly that it had to be carried away on a stretcher, and authorities do 
not expect it to survive. The other dog was taken to a local shelter.

The goods— wedding rings, pearl necklaces and 
watches— are from abandoned bank safe deposit 
boxes. If you haven’t visited your safe deposit box in at 
least 10 years, your stuff may be up for sale. 

Banks try to locate the owner, but if they can’t they 
are required to turn over the contents to the state. 

And then the state discovers where people have been 


hiding their dirty pictures. The porn is destroyed. The 
guns go to police. And the false teeth are kept in a vault 
in Springfield, because, well, they don’t have the heart 
to throw them away 

But Treasurer Alexi Giannoulias said he’s saved the 
best jewelry for the holidays. So perhaps it makes you 
wonder about that mysterious key in Grandma’s top 
drawer. Was it for her safe deposit box at Mayberry 
Bank?

Day of protest over Prop 8 


In one of the nation’s largest displays of 
support for gay rights, tens of thousands of 
people in cities across the country turned 
out in support of same-sex marriage on 
Saturday, lending their voices to an issue 
that many gay men and lesbians consider 
a critical step to full equality 
The demonstrations— from a sun- 
splashed throng in San Francisco to a chilly 
crowd in Minneapolis— came n days after 
California voters narrowly passed a bal- 
lot measure, Proposition 8, that outlawed 
previously legal same-sex ceremonies in 


the state. 

Carrying handmade signs with slo- 
gans like “No More Mr. Nice Gay” and 
“Straights Against Hate,” big crowds filled 
civic centers and streets in many cities. In 
NewYfork, some 4,000 people gathered at 
City Hall, where speakers repeatedly called 
same-sex marriage “the greatest civil rights 
battle of our generation.” 

“We are not going to rest at night until 
every citizen in every state in this country 
can say, ‘This is the person I love,’ and take 
their hand in marriage,” said Rep. Anthony 


Weiner of Brooklyn. 

About 900 protesters braved a tor- 
nado watch and menacing rain clouds in 
Washington to rally in front of the Capitol 
and on to the White House. “Gay straight, 
black, white; marriage is a civil right,” the 
marchers chanted. 

The protests were organized largely 
over the Internet, and featured few repre- 
sentatives of major gay rights groups that 
campaigned against Proposition 8, which 
passed with 52 percent of the vote after 
trailing for months in the polls.

Then he said he knew more criticism was 
coming after a second straight loss. 

“Of course it’s fair,” he said. “You guys 
write as much as you want, as much nega- 
tive stuff as you want because it’s probably 
deserved at this point.” 

Orton managed to complete only 13-of- 
26 attempts for 138 yards. Worse, in trotted 
Rex Grossman to replace Orton after his 
fumble in the fourth quarter and predictably, 
Grossman turned the ball over on downs. 

To be fair, Orton was wearing special foot- 
wear to protect his ankle, and he returned 
after missing a game and a half with the 
injury 

Orton said the ankle wasn’t a problem 
and his “special” footwear was nothing more 


than a shoe and some tape, but Packers cor- 
nerback A 1 Harris wasn’t so sure. 

“I know Orton was favoring something— 
I’m not sure what it was. You could tell he 
was hurting,” Harris said. 

Orton failed to find anyone downfield, 
completing just two passes to receivers and 
often choosing to dump the ball off for mini- 
mal gains when the Bears needed more. 

Orton’s longest completion was anything 
but a deep fling. The 36 -yard pass to Rashied 
Davis was one were Davis did most of the 
work, breaking a tackle after a short toss. 

The performance did nothing to shake 
the Bears’ belief that Orton is the answer at 
quarterback. 

“He’s been playing really well. He’s got a 
lot of confidence, we have a lot confidence 
in him,” offensive coordinator Ron Turner 
said. “I’m not worried about his confidence 
at all. He’ll come back, and we’ll all bounce 
back from this one.” 

Of course, it helps that the Bears still are 
tied for the NFC North division title along 
with Green Bay and Minnesota with six 
games left. 

“Everybody’s 5-5 at this point. We’re still 
there,” Brown said. “We’ve still got a chance 
as bad as we’ve played.”

Count Jerry Angelo among those baffled by Brian Urlacher’s limited 
production this year relative to his Pro Bowl seasons.

Angelo draws his own conclusions by breaking down tape of play- 
ers after each game.

[defensive] MVP in [in 2005}. ... The coaches have been a little bit dif- 
ferent the last few years, but he’s far enough in his career for that.” 

That trust in a veteran’s ability also guides Angelo in his evaluation 
of struggling cornerback Nathan Vasher. 

“It’s a little bit of a funk ... but we feel we’ve seen him do it in this 
scheme and we know what’s underneath the hood,” Angelo said.

Knowles said she recorded more than 70 
songs for the project and 
decided during the edit- 
ing process that she didn’t 
want to reconcile the two 
approaches into one disc. 

“There’s my personal life,

Knowles helped to write and produce 
almost every song, yet no fewer than 32 song- 
writers and 19 producers are credited on a 
deluxe edition, which contains 18 songs. Still, 
in a bold move for current 
pop and R&B these days, 
there isn’t a single guest 
performer anywhere on 
the album. 

In the middle of record- 
ing, Knowles signed on 
for “Cadillac Records.” To 
research James’ addiction, she spent some 
time with women staying in a Phoenix House 
facility in Brooklyn. She had only six days on 
set in New Jersey to shoot her scenes, so she 
began rehearsing with Brody before the film- 
ing.

Beyonce Knowles makes a memorable 
entrance in the new film “Cadillac Records.” 

Playing the singer Etta James, Knowles is 
introduced to Leonard Chess (Adrien Brody), 
the co-founder of the pio- 
neering Chicago blues label 
Chess Records. She sprawls 
across a hotel bed and snaps, 

“Don’t be looking at me like 
I ain’t wearing no drawers.” 

She then curses at everyone 
before hiding in the bath- 
room, where she unleashes 
the voice that resulted in a 
long string of classic R&B 
hits for James. 

It’s startling to see 
Knowles— one of the few 
pop stars with a wholesome, 
good-girl image — swagger- 
ing and swearing through her 
performance. 

“I said, ‘I have to do this 
movie,’ but I was terrified,” 

Knowles said. “Was I really 
ready?” 

Knowles’ most significant 
previous role was in 2006’s 
“Dreamgirls,” for which 
she earned a Golden Globe 
nomination. Even so, her 
study of the life of James 
and her work on the film not 
only resulted in new dramatic range, it also 
altered the direction of her new album, “I Am 
... Sasha Fierce,” which drops Tuesday 

There was certainly no guarantee that a 
woman who appeared on the cover of a Sports 
Illustrated swimsuit issue could be convinc- 
ing as the heroin-addicted daughter of a pros- 


titute, whose powerhouse sound conveyed a 
lifetime of heartbreak and defiance. 

“I was surprised at how much Beyonce 
threw the glamor out the window so easily 
and so joyfully, and embraced the unattrac- 
tiveness of being strung out,” said Darnell 
Martin, the writer and director of the film, 
set to open Dec. 5. 

The climax of “Cadillac Records”— with a 
disheveled Etta James saved 
from an overdose— makes 
for an impressive contrast 
with the Beyonce who 
strode quickly through a 
hotel room door for this 
interview 

On the day after the 
presidential election she 
was decked out in an Barack 
“Obama-inspired” outfit— a 
navy blue double-breasted 
suit and a red-white-and- 
blue-striped tie. Knowles, 
27, was supposed to be in 
Japan doing publicity for 
the new album, but she cut 
her trip short to be in New 
York to watch the returns 
with friends at home; she 
decorated her apartment 
with balloons and flags for 
the occasion. 

“I fell asleep literally with 
tears in my eyes, crying and 
smiling at the same time,” 
she said. “I almost feel guilty 
talking about the record, 
because there’s more impor- 
tant things going on.” 

The album marks an ambitious step for 
the Houston-born Knowles, who— as a solo 
artist and as a member of the trio Destiny’s 
Child— has sold more than 75 million albums 
worldwide. It’s a double-disc set: One CD, “I 
Am,” is a ballad-heavy set of relatively spare,

“I didn’t anticipate her being as emotion- 
ally present and connected with the role as 
she was,” Brody said. “She had her game on 
track. I think this meant a lot to her.” 

When she returned to finishing the album, 
Knowles said she was being drawn to songs 
and sounds that had previously been off-lim- 
its for her. 

“The music I made before and after the 
movie were very different,” she said. “I was a 
lot more bold and fearless after I played Etta 
James, because of course some of the charac- 
ter stays with you. Some of the music I would 
have been afraid to make, I wasn’t. I got more 
guts, more confidence as a human being. 

“I think that’s why I love doing movies 
so much, because it’s not just an art form. It 
changes my life and my music and the way I 
look at things.”
